CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
Reply from Energy Office 
on Gas Situation 


“Under the allocation system es- 
tablished by the Federal Energy 
Guidelines, retail service stations 
receive a percentage of the pur- 
chases made from their supplier 
in the corresponding month of the 
base period year, November, 1977- 
October, 1978, This percentage is 
determined by the distributor's al- 
location fraction which varies from 
company to company, A distribu- 
tor cannot deliver more or less 
than a station’s allocation unless 
the station falls under the elassi- 
fication of a company owned out- 
let. Companies which own a num- 
ber of stations can move up to 
30% of the gallonage of one out- 
let’s allocation into another. Ser- 
vice stations experiencing hard- 
ship under this system have two 
options, The first is to file an ex- 
ceptions letter with the DOE to 
get an increase in their allocation 
and the second is to request assis- 
tance through the state set-aside 
program from the Fuel Allocation 
Office. Stations in the Bethel area 
should contact our ,office on an 
individual basis and we will ex- 
plain these options in greater de- 
tail. 


“Last month, service stations in 
the town of Bethel received a to- 
tal of 12,000 gallons of state set- 
aside, an amount Slightly greater 
than the average release to towns 
of comparable size. As of today 
[Aug. 15], two requests have been 
received and resolved from Beth- 
‘el and a total of 8,000 gallons has 
been released. It is extremely im- 
Portant that stations in the area 
contact the Fuel Allocation Office 
as soon as possible if they antici-~ 
Pate a several shortfall. We will 
make every effort to assist these 
stations.”

Reply from Energy Office 
on Gas Situation 


“Under the allocation system es- 
tablished by the Federal Energy 
Guidelines, retail service stations 
receive a percentage of the pur- 
chases made from their supplier 
in the corresponding month of the 
base period year, November, 1977- 
October, 1978, This percentage is 
determined by the distributor’s al- 
location fraction which varies from 
company to company, A distribu- 
tor cannot deliver more or less 
than a station's allocation unless 
the station falls under the classi- 
fication of a company owned out- 
Jet, Companies which own a num- 
ber of stations can move up: to 
30% of the gallonage of one out- 
let's allocation into another. Ser- 
vice stations experiencing hard- 
ship under this system have two 
options. The first is to file an ex- 
ceptions letter with the DOE to 
get an increase in their allocation 
and the second is to request assis- 
tance through the state set-aside 
program from the Fuel Allocation 
Office, Stations in the Bethel area 
should contact our , office on an 
individual basis and we will ex- 
plain these options in greater de- 
tail. 


“Last month, service stations in 
the town of Bethel received a to- 
tal of 12,000 gallons of state set- 
aside, an amount Slightly greater 
than the average release to towns 
of comparable size. As of today 
[Aug. 15], two requests have been 
received and resolved from Beth- 
‘el and a total of 8,000 gallons has 
been released. It is extremely im- 
portant that stations in the area 
contact the Fuel Allocation Office 
aS soon as possible if they antici- 
pate a several shortfall. We will 
make every effort to assist these 
stations.”

Krajezar acknowledged this signi- 
ficence, “color is an adaptive tool 
used to facilitate low vision.’ She 
was also able to meet the voices 
she hears on a regular basis and 
other VOICEs staff who do not 
record, but are vital to the VOICEs 
publication and circulation sched- 
ules, Norma describes her weekly 
audio papers from rural Maine “as 

*w breath of fresh air”, Like most 
urban commuters, Krajezar reads 
ther Rewspaper commuting to work; 
‘She uses a small portable cassette 
player and ear plugs, 

Charles Farrar, brother of Mrs, 
Krajezar and local U. S. Postal 
employee, examined VOICEs inno- 
vative mailing cartons, sorting 
techniques and zip coding proce- 
‘dures. VOICEs Editor informed 
the guests the “VOICEs’ goal is to 
attain a weekly circulation of 
37,000 individual print handicap- 
ped readers in Maine.” “VOICEs 
provide a supplemental support 
System to enhance their Indepen- 
dent Living Skills,” she explained. 

Another honored guest was Sue 
Farrar, author of “Samantha on 
Stage”. Arrangements are being 
made for Mrs, Farrar to +ecord 
her story on cassette tape for print

Stephen Wheeler, VOICEs 
System Coordinator, demonstrated 
reading, recording and duplicating 
techniques utilized at the studio 
for quality control. Wheeler has 
recently enginéered and construct 
ed the sound proof booth and stu- 
dio facilities. “The booth is design- 
ed to eliminate CB and other in- 
terference. The walls, ceiling and 
floor are lined with special acous- 
tic materials and covered with 20 
Sq. yds. of rubber packed pile car- 
pet”, he explained. “All windows 
are doubled panes for sound and 
heat efficiency.

What is the meaning of righ- 
teousness: In some places of Serip- 
ture righeousness is inferred to 
mean common-sense justice, In this 
text, John 17:7-11, it means the ac- 
tive and passive obedience of our 
own minds, the perfect personal, 
all - sufficient righteousness 
wrought through the eyes of 
Christ at Calvary. The Christian 
today is an evidence of the righ- 
teousness of Christ, In Verse 10, 
he convicts the world of righteous- 
ness “....because I go to my 
Father and you will see Mme no 
more...." He could go to the 
Father and say, “‘The job is done. 
It is completed.” He did not have 
to go back and tie up loose ends. 
Jesus didn’t practice “planned ob- 
solescence.” He did it right the 
first time.

How do we receive him? By 
FAITH. Simple, blind, obedient, 
faith. Don't forget that Lordship 
and Salvation are hand in hand, 
and when you receive Jesus Christ, 
you receive him as Lord of your 
life.

COMPLAIN — 

“There’s nothing to do in this 
town,” 

You’re 16 to 25 years old, live 
in Bethel and don’t have a ear. So 
what can you do? You go to a 
center of action and hang out. 

“There’s nothing to do in this 

town but hang out,” said almost 
everyone I talked to in town, 
The reason they go to the Sua- 
bury or Charlie's Place or the 
Streets is because there is nowhere 
else to go, 
. None of the kids or adults want 
to stay home and watch T. V. It’s 
too far to be to the nearest en- 
tertainment, They don’t want to 
Visit their friendg at their houses, 
because they live with their par- 
ents, which restricts their freedom 
of action. 

So the only thing left is to meet 
their friends somewhere outside 
the home, and that place is usually 
Main Street, where there is a lit- 
tle action, 

It appears that there is no al- 
ternative for the teenagers or ad- 
ults but to “hang out,’ That has 
become ingrained upon them, so 
they don't search for alternatives. 
They just head for one of their 
hangouts, 

However, there are many prob- 
lems with these hangouts, because 
they are also frequented by kids 
who are no longer teenagers, but 
still act like one. These kids tend 
to be instigators, encouraging the 
younger kids to do things like 
throwing rocks at windows, 

The young teenagers are looking 
for acceptance from their peer 
group, so they will go along with 
what the leaders of the group sug- 
gest. 

There is also a great deal of 
competition among the kids at the 
various hangouts. Every kid wants 
to do something to top what the 
other kids in the group have done. 
There may be drinking and/or 
pot smoking at some hangouts, 
that gives some of these kids the 
“courage” to pull off some of 
the stunts they pull off. 

But not all the kids or adults 


who hang out are bad, they've 


just looking for somethin to do.

Last week I wished for a jaunt 
in the woods, Today I went. Ruth 
came and we left the hardened ar- 
teries that stitch today’s country- 
side and went to an unpretentious 
road leading beside a singing 
brook, shadowed creeks, and 
through hard wood and soft wood 
growth. It twisted and curved and 
dipped into hollows. Water and 
mud stood in these low places and 
wuts were predominant; made by 
jeeps. | 

Not far from the entrance to 
the road were the miles of bushed 
out land where the power lines 
passed, 

Of course there is always a stone 
wall, half hidden by bushes, trees, 
goldenrods, and asters. 

Now and then we came across 
Indian pipes in shining groups; 
weird flecks of light in one 
shadow of the woods, If their pray- 
erful bent heads are touched, their 
snow is marred; turned black, To 
see clusters of these wax-like flow- 
ers nodding in the deep woods is 
fairy-like. They spring from a ball 
of matted rootlets and are parasit- 
ic. 

Each time we found a fungus, it 
was of a different color. We saw 
pink, yellow, brown, white and 
orange. . 

‘Occasionally we saw a lone flow- 
er or two or three of one kind. 
Each one isolated is a monument 
to the adventures of some travel- 
ing seed. Then one wonders what 
combination of circumstances es- 
tablished them in this particular 
spot. 

Before entering the deeper 
avoods there were milk weeds; pods 
tightly packed wtih silk-like seeds. 
Soon they'll shimmer in the air, 
resembling the mists that now rise 
from the waters in early morning. 
They are real sailors of the air 
with their parachutes. Bach car- 
ries its germ of life, a fragile load, 
to start next year’s growth. 

A few bushes of blackberries 
were turned where there were op- 
enings. Blackberries are extro- 
verts; they want to be seen so 
hold their handsome berries to 
the sun. We sampled a few but 
they weren't fully ripe. 

A, few sprinkles came and we 
wondered if it would become hea- 
vy. 

Af the end of the road we came 
to a pond's edge. There was the 
dazzling water and cool, soft 
shades of leaves, 

Looking up at the cliff we wish- 
ed we were at the top. Then we 
Spoke of going this fall, carrying 
a lunch and spending the day. ~

ing was held to decide the move 
to East Bethel and in September 
of that year plans were made to 
build a hall on land donated by 
James M. Bartlett, F. B. Howe, 
Eugene Bean and George K. Has- 
tings were named to the hall com- 
mittee, In October, 1905, $200 was 
borrowed to finish the hall and 
the first meeting was held there 
on Nov, 24, 1905, From the be- 
ginning the hall was a community 
center used by the school for their 
special activities, and also for dan- 
ces, socials, showers, card parties, 
and meetings. It continues to be 
so today. 

Probably the greatest period of 
grange activity in East Bethel was 
in the 1950s when the order was 
heavily involved in community 
projects and improving the hall. 
During these years, Alder River 
Grange won several state awards 
for such projects as maintaining 
East Bethel Cemetery, painting 
and repairing the East Bethel 
Church, purchasing milk for the 
East Bethel School lunch program 
and building a new kitchen and 
wood. shed on the hail. 


In Howe's view the Grange can 
still be a force in the community 
and he closed his remarks by ex- 
pressing hope that the grange 
would undergo a rebirth and as a 
family and community-oriented or- 
ganization it would prosper as a 
result.
